REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach wherein a core layer is a C-C composite article impregnated with a 
refractory carbide and a wear layer is a C-C composite article and has a density lower than the 
core layer or wherein an annular core layer having a face portion and having a density of greater 
than 1.85 gcm-3, extending across and attached to the face portion of the core layer is an annular 
wear layer for frictional engagement with an adjacent disc, the wear layer having a "density of 
1.85 gcm-3 or lower.
